It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1968, 

As  this  is  my  last  report,  I feel  it  will  be  of  interest  to 
compare  this  with  my  first  full  report  in  1956, 

Housing. 


There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  council 
houses  and,  to  a lesser  extent,  an  increase  in  private  housing 
since  1956,  so  that  the  number  of  dwellings  overcrowded  is 
now  almost  nil;  in  addition,  a number  of  the  older  houses  have 
been  modernised.  Special  housing  has  been  provided  for  the 
elderly  folk  and  more  are  being  planned. 

Joint  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  town  has  been  sewered  by  means  of  a Joint  Scheme 
with  the  Narberth  Rural  District  Council  but,  unfortunately, 
remedial  work  is  already  required  and  the  Narberth  West  works 
needs  also  to  be  enlarged. 

Infectious  Diseases. 


In  1956,  5 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 case  of 
Dysentery  were  notified,  but  during  1968,  no  notifications  at 
all  were  received  for  your  district. 

Prevention  of  Infectious  Diseases;  In  the  autumn  of  1955 » 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was  commenced  in  the  schools 
and  clinics  and  since  that  time,  vaccination  against  polio- 
myelitis and  measles  has  also  been  introduced  and  improvements 
have  also  been  made  in  the  vaccination  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus.

INFANT  MORTALITY, 

No  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  were  reported  in 
your  district  during  1968. 

DEATHS  (General). 

There  has  been  a sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
this  year,  which  brings  the  death  rate  considerably  higher  than 
the  county  and  national  rates.  There  were  four  deaths  due  to 
malignant  disease  but  none  of  these  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 
Heart  disease  accounted  for  11  of  the  total  34  deaths. 

Approximately  26$  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in 
persons  aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  approximately  53$  in 
persons  over  80  years  of  age.

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Certain  alterations  occurred  with  regard  to  the 
notifiable  diseases  when  the  new  Public  Health  (infectious 
Diseases)  Regulations  1968,  came  into  force  on  1st  October  1968* 
Some  diseases  ceased  to  be  notifiable  and  a few  other  were 
added  to  the  list  to  be  notified. 

No  notifications  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Urban 
district  were  received  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that,  again  this 
year,  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  your  district. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis : B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  and 

school-children(l3years  and  over)  continued  to  be  carried  out 
during  1968,  at  school  sessions  and  at  clinics.  Contacts  were 
also  vaccinated  by  Dr.  Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician,  at 
the  Chest  Clinic. 

During  the  year,  739  school-children  in  the  County 
were  skin  tested  and  694  of  these  required  vaccination?  61 
contacts  were  also  vaccinated. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

Owing  to  the  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  found  and  the  alternative  facilities  for 
chest  X-ray  becoming  available  to  general  practitioners,  the 
Mobile  Circuit  Units  discontinued  their  frequent  3hort  visits 
to  West  Wales  as  from  January  1968. 

In  future,  two  mobile  units,  based  at  Cardiff,  will 
examine  industrial  groups  and  general  population  and  visit 
the  areas  previously  on  circuit,  once  yearly,  remaining  longer 
at  each  visit  than  previously. 

In  October  1968,  the  Unit  visited  Saundersf oot, ( the 
nearest  location  for  residents  in  the  Narberth  Urban  district,) 
when  144  persons  were  examined. 
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NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT.  1946. 

Local  Health  Services:  Vaccination  against  smallpox,  polio- 

myelitis and  measles,  also  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  was  carried  out  at  the  Clinic  and 
at  school  sessions  during  the  year. 

Measles  vaccine  was  only  available  at  first  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  4 and  7 years,  but  as  the  supply 
of  vaccine  improved,  all  children  under  the  age  of  15  years 
were  offered  this  protection.  The  following  figures  are  those
